Whatever, sald hye, the court may think
of the proprlety of the langunge used by
tieneral Ebean before the War Investlgat-
ing com lon thero was no doubt In his
(Worthington's) mind that he was fully
protected in uring that language by the
laws of the land. In no court, clvil ar
milftary, he sabd, could the accused bhe held
occountable for his language even It it
coild he ghown  that the speaker was
actuated by malice. In addition to this

the president of the United States had in-
structed the War Iovestignting commission
to announte publicly that wilnesses hefove
that tribinnal would be given lmmunity for

whatever they might testify to. This was
o wolemn promive glven by the president
of the United Bintes and counsel had no

doubt that the court would find that General
Eagun could not under these clrenmstances
be held to answer to o cmilitary  court-
martial for his language.

Commissary General's Provoentlon.

Genernl Miles, ne sald, had appeared be-
fore the committes pbout three weeks before
Goenernl Bugan had mpade his statement and
on that occasion had made most serious
and sweeping chavges aguingt many of his
pubordinates and partioularly agalpst him
and the commisaary department of the army.
Mo had charged General Eongan with being
tncompetent nnd negleetful of his Qutles and
had infereptdally charged him, General
Engan, with lssulng polsoned ment to the
soldiers of the army and had averred that
many bud died In consequence.  He hnd
also Impllied that General Bogan wont to the
secretary of war and asked leave to bring
charges agalonst him. Geperal Alger had
replied that under the president's order of
fmmunity Genernl Miles could not be held
responsible for hils lunguage before the com-
mittee, The newspapers then took 1t up
and goaded Geoperal Eagan almost to des-
peration. He bhad eome to believe that the
press and the country at large had accepted
the accusations made by Genernl Miles as
true and the condbion of his mind in con-
gequence prew worse amnd worse until he
was In a state bordering on distraction
The language which Genermal Eagan used
under these elroumstances was the natural
outburst of an honest man sufering under
an unjust aceusation,

In closing Judge Worthington salkl that
Geperal Eagan could not be held account-
nbloe for his language before any tribunal in
this country, ¢ivil or military, and partheus

larly under the presldoent's order of Ilm-
munity
Court Visits the President.
At 10:50 o'clock word came from the

White house that the presldent would recelve
the members of the court between 11 and 12
o'clock.

Wil Avold Internntional Trouble,

He dwelt at some length on the favor
shown the Spanish slde of the question
while the conference was in progress and
sitld there was especlal effort to have the
Spanish bonds secured on  the colonies
guarantesd by the Americans, He belleved
thit If the Americans had the Philippines
lnternational trouble would be avelded, but
It the contrary course should be pursued, he
wis most apprehengive of the results,

In veply to a question from Senator Hoar,
Mr. Davia saldl there had been no effort to
put the Filipinos on the same footing with
the Cubung In formulating the treaty. He
gald the two countries were very differently
sttunted and instanced the demonstration
in Maunila harbor as an example of what
mlght occur In a land so distant.

My, Davis urged the importance of favor-
able actlon upon the treaty at the present
session. A fallure to ratify meant, he ar-
gued, voonlinued uncertainty, renewed on-
conrngement to the Insurgent Filipinos, pas-
glble couftler with them and a prolonged
state of war, with much of its expense and

Number of Bills Introdoced and Oth-
ers Put on Passage.
WASHINGTON, Jan. 2Zi.-~At the begin-
ning of toduy's seasion of the sopate Mr,
Hale, chalrman of the commlities on naval
affairs, reported the maval personnel bill and
gave notico that at the earliest time possi-
blo he would eall It up for consideration.
Mr. Cullom of Illinols reported the leglsla-
tive appropriation bill and announced that
probably he would call it up tomorrow. Mr.
Cockerell of Missourl offered n resolution di-
recting the secvetury of the Interior to fure
nish the seninte with full information con-
cerning the old settler Cherokees, together
with whutever recommendations the secre-
tary might desire to make, Mr. Chandler of
New Hampshire introduced a bill tempo-
rarily ereating the office of admiral of the
navy. It wns referred to the naval affalre
committee, The senate bill problding for the
ercction of a bullding in this city for the
Drepartimnent of Justice at a cost of §1,000,000

wis passed.

Bills were passed as follows: Amending
sectlon 6 of the act approved June 10, 1880,
governing the immediate transportation of
dutiable goods without appralsement; direct-
lng the gecretary of the treasury to donate
one get of life saving apparatus to the im-
perla)l Japanese soclety for saving life from
shipwreck; extending the time for the con-
siruction of a bridge across the Missourl
river at Boooville, Mo., by the Boonville &
Howard County Bridge company,

DOLLIVER AND JOHNSON FENUCE,

The army bill, which was under debate,
wns awallowed up In the broader guestion
of our future national policy and the debats
was lfted from the deed level of medloors
Inta absolute brilllance, Mr, Jolinson se-
cured time from the democratic side to at.
tack the position of the admiaistration. It
wis not the first time he haa broken away
from Lis party on publlc questions, On past
occaslons he has won a reputation as a mis-
that he
wng {0 speak had attracted an enormous
crowd to the gallerles. Today he added to
his reputation. With satlre, ifony and wit
the keen thrustz of his jogle were driven
home, His words flowed from him In a per-
torrent.

Ho denounced the proposition to annex
the Phillpploes as suhversive of everything
dear to the American heart in the past and
e Injection of a policy that would result
in the downfall of the republic. He sald the
ratification of the treaty by the senate would
vound the denth knell of the effortz of all
those trylng to prevent the country from
rushing on to suiclde and idared It ho
were a senator he would rot fn his seat be-
fore 1t shouid be ratified.

He denounced the president as the zlavish
follower of publie opinlon, but warned him
that the tide would recede and the volee of
the people would in time rebuke him. Mem-
bers stood In the aleles ten deep while e
was speaking, but he tried to stop the ap-
pluuse which continually broke out from the
democratio slde, For almost two hours hla
words poured forth. When he had finlshed
Mr. Delliver came to the defense of the ad-
ministration. One of the ablest debaters
and perhaps the most eloquent member of
the house, his reply eet the republicans wild
with enthuslasm,

He described how the president had been
fairly driven into war by those who now
gought to embarrass him before peace was
definitely obtalned and his eulogy of tho
president patiently meeting all the perplox-
Ing problems which beset him as the great
events of the year moved on aroused his ejde
and the galleries to cheers. These rang out
agaln and agaln, when he pald an eloguent
tribute to Admiral Dewey and broke in re-
newed volume when he declared that the
course of e0me members al both ends of the
capitol was *'‘almost trepson.'"

But the highest pitech of excitement was
reached when Mr. Johnson and Mr. Dolliver
got to cloge quarters toward the end of the
latter's speech. Mr. Johnson preesed the
defendant of the administration to dlsclose
the president's ultimate Intentlon regarding
the Phillpptnes, but Mr. Dolliver for some
time avolded the gquestion. At last he sald
this was not the point at issue, the first
thing was to end the war by ratifying the
treaty. The Philipplnes was a question for
the future.

It was 1n every reapect a remarkable de-
bate, The other speeches todny wera coms-
pletely overshadowed by those of Mr, John-
son and Mr. Dolliver,

The house today resumed the debate on
the army reorganization bill,

Saturday, February 18, was set nside for
the delivery of eulogies upon the late Rep-
resentative Northway of Ohlo,

Mr, Gibson, republican of Tennessce, was
the firat speaker today. He advocated the
passage of the Hull bill,

In the course of his remarks he argued
that It was too soon for us to decide upon
a permanent polley regarding the Phillip-
pines, Our present policy should be delay
untll we had thoroughly Investigated the
sltuation,

Mr. Johnzon, republican of Indiana, then
took tho floor in opposltion to the bill. As
he arose the democrats applauded and mem-
bors squarad themselves around in anticipa-
tion of some sensatlonal utterance.

“While the president, in the presence of
what he may concelve to be a popular de-
mand," he began, *ie hurrying the army and
navy across the seas to Inflict upon an allen
people a government agalnst thelr will, I
propose fearlessly, without regard to Its ef-
fect upon my personal fortunes, to make a
plea for llberty and an argument agalnst
the perpetuation of Injustice,

“We were on the vorge of a crisis,” sald
Mr. Johnson. “Those who falled to rush for-
ward in support of the schemes of the lm-
perlaliste were belng denounced here and in
the publle pressa as ‘Spanlards,” and men
who falled in their duty. If the chlef ex-
ecutive would break hils sllence and openly
state that we did not propose to enslave the
people of the Phillppines, the present
strained relations in the islands would cease,
those who were but yesterday our allles
would return to their homes and there would
be no necessity for this proposed increase
in the standing army, But this will not be
done, What else means the hasty dlsavowal
of Senator Foraker's statement that the ad-
ministration has no intention of holding the
falands permanently. Why have the presi-
dent's commissioners demanded the absolute
cesslon of the islands instead of simply de-
muanding thelr evacuation, as he did In the
cose of Cuba. Everything points in one di-
rection—the purpose to annex the Philip-
pine islands."’
